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MORE. WAR WARNINGS. 

Another representative of the administration 
has declared we are headed for war. This time 
{t'is the senior senator from Illinois, Democratic 
whip. Mr. Lewis declared in the senate last week 
that if the war continues the United States must: 
be drawn into it. He was careful to say that 
this was his personal opinion, thus denying any 
official significance, but his assertion is not es 
sentially different from previous declarations by 
the president or the recent sensational utterance 
by the secretary of state. 

‘In other circumstances the country would be 
alarmed by this ominous reiteration. Why is 
{t not now? . War is not a pleasant thought. A 
warning that we are approaching so terrible an 
experience from such high and authoritative 
sources ought to send a chill through the na 
tional marrow. 

It does not, because words and warnings have 
been incredibly cheapened in the mouths of the 


. spokesmen for the administration. From time 


to time we hear this cry of wolf and with it not. 
a finger lifted to prepare against the solemnly pret 
dicted peril. 


How can such a warning be credited by the | 


public in such circumstances? If war is coming, 
the inaction of the government is not merely in- 
explicable, it is criminal. If war is coming, not

tons and supplies. 


War! It is not a pleasant thought. But it! 
has been in the minds of millions of American 
men and women for many months; in fact, since 
the European war began. Whatever truth there 
is in the warnings of Lansing and Lewis today 
has existed, for thoughtful Americans, including 
some of our most gran 4d esos public men, for 
two years. 

Yet we have had two years of wordy evasion, 
procrastination, and blundering compromise in 
place of clear visioned, resolute preparation. More 
than a year ago the president himself went on 
a speaking tour to inform the American people 
that he did not know what a day might bring 
forth. Europe, and even Mexico, offered us en- 
forcement enough for what he said. But what 
have we had of preparation to meet the threat- 
ened disaster? | 

We have hardly a handful more trained sol-. 
diers than when the European war began. Our 
fleet is so seriously undermanned that several 
capital ships are “in reserve”; that is, virtually 
out of commission. Experts tell us that over 
20,000 more sailors are needed. Our regular 
army units are underofficered. Our national guard 
‘is demoralized. We are in no important respect, 
Save one, better prepared for war than when Mr. 
Wilson took office:\ That one respect is not the 
result of governmental foresight, but of private 
profit seeking enterprise. We have a private muni- 
tions industry now, sending munitions abroad. 

As the late election approached we had a great 
beating of tom-toms, and an impressive show of 
preparation was staged for the benefit of the 
electorate. Congress, accouched by the admin- 

tration, brought forth a great naval program 
to be complete in ten years. An army bill or 
defense act, which has since collapsed in its |. 
most pretentious feature, was passed. It appro- 
priated more money than ever before had been 


peace times. It was to work out in five years. 
‘Behind this pretentious facade of accomplishment 
there was, and is, only the poor structure of 
actual defense which existed before. We are no 


more ready for war than we were a year ago or 


two. - 

No nation can be made ready for war in two 
years or four. That is the truth Tue Trisune 
has been preaching for many years. It is the 
truth Mr. Wilson superciliously put out of con- 
sideration in his first message after the European 
war began. ‘But it is a truth which now, as his 
spokesmen utter ‘ their futile belated warnings, 
indicts his administration for inexcusable shirking” 
and incompetence.

“I made myself acquainted with Try- 
on’s method of preparing dishes—and 
then proposed to my brother that if he 
would give me weekly half the money 
he paid for my board I would board 
myself. He instantly agreed to it, and 
I presently found that I could save 
half of what he paid me,” he said. 

“In 1746 I lost one of my sons, a fine 
boy of 4 years, by the smallpox, taken 
in the common way. I long regretted, 
and I still regret, that I had not given 
it to him by inoculation.”
